Late in August, live seniors and several underclassmen displaved their 
talents before the watchful eye of Coach Frank Hinchey, as practice got under 
way for the 1955 football season Little did the team realize that it was to 
experience the most dismal season in West Rutland football historv 

On September 24, the Horde opened its season with a 12-7 loss to Wood- 
stock at Hinchey Field The Wasps took a 6-0 lead early in the first canto 
and neither team did any further scoring until after the intermission. West 
Side came back in the third period Skip Pietrvka took a pass from (im 
Yatsik and romped over the goal line for the first West Rutland tally fohnnv 
Sabotka plunged over for the extra point, and the Hinchevmen led, 7-6 With 
20 seconds to go. the Wasps scored again for the final and winning 
touchdown 
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In the second game the West Siders dropped a 20-0 decision to Burr 
& Burton at Manchester Injuries plagued the Hordesmen as Stan Pietrvka 
and Jim Yatsik were forced to the sidelines early in the tilt. As a result the 
Horde lost much of its scoring power and the Bulldogs had little trouble 
handing West Rutland their second straight setback 

West Side's third loss came at the hands of the Fair Haven Slaters The 
Kehoemen had a heavy, well-balanced club which scored time and again, as 
Coach Hinchey's eager but small Hordesmen put up a hapless defense and a 
game, but weak offense 

Hinchey Field was the site of the Green and Gold's last home game as 
the Poultney Blue Devils ran all over the West Side contingent, 26-7. It 
was a hard fought defensive contest West Rutland managed to score its only 
touchdown in the fourth period when Al Bania recovered a Blue Devil fumble 
on the latter's 45 yard line. A series of downs brought the ball to the West 
Rutland 25. Ed Dunlap took a hand-off and charged over the goal and Dick 
Fredette added the extra point 

The Hinchevmen dropped their fifth and final game against the Middlebury 
Tigers, 35-0 The Tigers' speed) backs ran roughshod over the Green and 
Gold defense throughout the contest. The only West Rutland threat came in 
the last stanza, as Ed Dunlap piloted a march downfield with reverses and end 
runs 1 he West Side attack was throttled deep in Tiger territory, and thus 
ended anv hope of a Gold score. Ed Dunlap, Bill Pecor, and Tom Harte, 
seniors, played their final game for West Rutland. 

The Horde settled for last place in the MVL with a record of five losses. 
It was the onlv winless season in W.R.H.S. grid history

West Rutland Killed for the second year to gain entry to the Southern 
Vermont Tournament. Until 1952, West Rutland had won seven out of eight 
Class "B" Championships in the State. 

The Golden Horde started the season shakily, losing their first four games. 
The squad then came back strong to win the next rive successive contests. 

The Hinchevmen opened the Southern Vermont League at home, losing 
to Bellows Falls, 63-43. Fran Zakrzewski scored 13 points for the losing 

cause. 

The Westsiders then lost a thriller to their arch rival, Mount St. Joseph, 
by the score of 56-58. Mike Harte and Skip Pietryka scored 14 and 16 points, 
respectively to pace the locals 

West Rutland then lost their next three games to Rutland, Brattleboro, 
and Springfield 
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The Horde finally came through against Bennington in a fast, close game, 
64-63 to crack the win column in the league. Tom Harte had 18 tallies 
and Fran Zakrzewski, 12, to spearhead the triumph. 

West Side went into another slump, losing to Windsor, M.S.J, and 
Brattleboro The game in Brattleboro was one of the best played games all 
year, bv the Hinchevmen but fell short of victorv, 49-37. 

West Rutland lost their next five games, and ended the SVL at Bellows 
Falls, a game in which the Horde had the Terriers on the run. At the end of 
the third quarter. West Side trailed Bellows Falls by 17 points, but 
narrowed the gap to 61-56 at the final whistle John Broza and Skip 
Pietryka scored 18 and 22 points for the losing cause and West Rutland 
ended the SVL season with one victorv and I 3 losses.
